The making of a Cape Cod Weeder. 

“The tools that last for generations” is more than just a slogan. Every tool we make is literally built 
to last for more than a single lifetime-to become a tool that fathers and sons, mothers and 
daughters, can use and pass on from one generation to the next. 



Take the Cape Cod Weeder, for example. We start with native Maine ash handles and high 
carbon steel hand forged in our brick furnaces. The handle is drilled to receive the shank of the 
metal forging, and hot melt epoxy with special steel and wood adhesive properties is inserted into 
the core of the handle. After a brass ferrule is slipped onto the steel shank, the shank is inserted into 
the handle. A hole is then drilled completely through the tenon of the handle and the steel shank, 
into which a steel pin is driven to secure the assembly. The brass ferrule is then pulled down over 
the tenon and crimped tightly in place. Finally, we tie the leather thong through the end of the 
handle to complete the assembly. 

Of course, we use different assembly processes for different tools. But, like our Cape Cod Weeder, 
each is made to give you a skillfully designed, carefully crafted tool that will last you and your family 
for generations to come.
